The case they made is 
Overstated, There® if “no 
rational defense -for—hand- 
guns being in private hands, 
since they can't be used for 
hunting or other sports that 
require long guns.

_N0 more objectionable than 
licensing automobiles. 

A loaded gun is a fethal 
weapon and people who wish 
to use dangerous weapons 
ought to be able to. under- 
stand “theneed for some 
limitations on that use and a 
rational system for deter- 
mining who should be 
allowed to exercise the right 
to use guns. In most states 
anyone, including violence- 
prone individuals, mental de- 
fectives and other unstable 
Persons, can pick and 
choose at will in stocking his 
home. arsenal. 

‘A minor inconvenience to 
legitimate sportsmen is a 
small price to pay for the in- 
creased safety of all of us. 

Some™states. have already 
legislated against handguns, 
but gun traffic is big business 
now and cargoes are shipped 
in from states that allow un- 
restricted gun-buying. This 
argues strongly for national 
action.to-apply.to all states. 

This is one issue on which 


black people; who are the- 


most victimized group in the 
country, are in full agreement 
with hard-line police 
authorities who are alarmed 
at the increasing toll of 
policemen's lives taken by 
guns, about 700.in the past 
decade. 


The perennial cry to “make 
the streets safe" has to be 
directed toward a realistic 
domestic disarmament pro- 
gram.

Senate, Agriculture Dept.

WASHINGTON, D.C, 
(NBNS) — The U.S. Senate is 
headed for a showdown with 
the Department of Agriculture 
over the: issue’ of ‘providing 
government purchases of 
food for school lunches and 
other nutrition programs, 

The .Senate Agriculture 
Committee wants to make 
Purchases permanent. and 
mandatory. and has reported 
just such legislation out of 
Committee and to the floor 
for a vote. 

The Secretary of Ag- 
riculture,’ Zart Butz, wants 


a@ one-year. extension of the 
program and the option ‘to 
make purchases of food or 
switch to straight cash 
assistance. Eventually, the 
Agriculture Department 
hopes to phase out food pur- 
chases and simply ‘deal in 
cash, 

The Senate, however, 
disagrees and if the House of 
Representatives follows suit 
the bill may reach President 
Nixon's desk for his signature 
or veto. 

In addition to continuing 
government purchases of 


food for the schoo! lunch 
rogram, the Senate bill will 
increase the value of food to 
be donated‘from the present 
level of 7 cents a meal to 10 
cents and require annual 
review to take care of rising 
food costs.

Unionist Coalition 
Votes Action Plan 


DETROIT -— (NBNS) - The 
Coalition of Black Trade 
Unionists, organized in 1972 
to. protest George Meany's 
neutrality in the last presiden- 
tial election, has set its sights 
on the election this year of a 
Congress which can override 
anti-labor and anti-black 
presidential vetoes. 

Some 1,200 delegates to 
the coalition's third annual 
convention also authorized 
their officers to negotiate 
with individual unions for 
more black representation in 
the leadership of individual 
unions and to “expose” those 
that continue to have few or 
even no. blacks in their. 
leadership. 

The_aim_of_ the coalition_is 
to enhance the influence of 
the -nation's three-—million 
black. workers in national 
politics and ir labor union af- 
fairs. ‘It’ includes’ represen- 
tatives of some 40 national 
and international unions. 

William Lucy, secretary- 
treasury of the American 
Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees, is 


the new president of the 
coalition. He was one of the 
leaders of the Memphis 
sanitation workers’ strike in 
1968, which provided the oc- 
casion for the assassination 
of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
while he was in Memphis 
working to build a black 
labor powerbase for his fight 
for black freedom. 


Lucy said the trade 
unionist coalition will es- 
tablish liaison arrangements 
with churches, fraternal 
organizations and other 
groups _in the black com- 
munity. But its emphasis will 
be on black economic power, 


“We are not a separatist ; — 


organization,” he said. “We 
are not négativists. We are 
still trade unionists. We're not 
interested in civil rights. 
_Other people are taking care 


of that. We're not interested 
in changing people's at- 
titudes. This has nothing to 
do with. right and.wrong, with 
sin-and evil. Power is what 
creates equals and demands 
respéct."

An official of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board has 
claimed the plot by an airline 
to lure youngsters to Europe 
is “extraordinary” and the 
scheme will be investigated. 

A ‘major trans-atlantic 
airline (KIM) has instituted 
new discount fares for youths 
traveling to Europe this sum- 
mer. This was ruled by the 
C.A.B. as discriminating to 
passengers of other ages 
departing from the United 
States, effective January 1, of 
this year. 

Under the new KIM planra-- 


* youngster as of June 1, 1974, 


can fly directly to Amsterdam 
from New York or Chicago 
and be paid fifty dollars for 
ariswering simple questions 
on a form, such as, what 
are your preferences, am- 
bitions,. peeves, pleasures, to 
completing thé questionaire 
before they can be compen- 
sated or paid. 

Another advertisement 
States that if you are under 
age twenty-four, and are 
willing to throw away a valid 
airline ticket between 


» Toronto and New York, you 


can save up to $350.00 on the 


fair from New York to Europe. 
The youth fares were 
abolished in the United 
States, but not in Canada, 
Young people who 
qualified, immediately 
recognized that they 
could/would qualify under the 
Canadians.__lower__rates, so 
they traveled there via hook 
or crook. Whatever means 
were necessary to depart to 
Europe from the Canadian 
side, they used thus saving a 
substantial amount in air tare. 
This. year, the least expen- 
sive fare between New York 
and London will be approx- 
imately $413.00 and effective 
for all passengers regardless 
of age. However, one must 
remain out of this country 
from twenty-two to forty-five 
days: In-Canada, the summer 
youth fares -will be, from 
$311.00 to $344.00 without 
any~ applied restrictions or 
minimum or maximum stay 
requirements. This will create 
heavy influx of young 
adults who wish to cash in on 
these special rates. 
Although the pitch season 
for summer travel is still just 
two or three weeks away, 
already the trans-atlantic

A New’ York agent says that 
such a program really saves 


money for the kids who plan 
to stay in Europe for more 
than forty-five days,-which a 
lot of them do: He further 
stated that if they had to fly at 
=the regular rates it would cost 
them $693.00 instead of 
$311.00 or $344.00 which is a 
grave difference in prices. 
The airlines have _ex- 
pressed great concern over 
an expected slump of youth 
travelers to Europe which in 
the past Nave up or accoun- 
ted for 10-to 15 per cent of 
the airlines’ summer vac- 
tioners or travelers to Europe. 
As blacks, we have not yet 
become avid travelers, but 


many of us do go to Europe 
almost every year and the 
market is-sure to-picked-up-in 
the near future. This kind of 


«scheme should be scrutinized— 


carefully, and- travelers 
should have every: little detail 
explained before paying 
money for fares. Many of the 
problems that are commonly 
associated with getting 


. something for nothing will be 


avoided. 


A good example is the 
group which was stranded 
in Europe a couple of years 
ago. Don't let this happen to 
you.
